Claims 1 to 11 

Document 1 cited in the international search report 
discloses an assay method for the detection of proteins, 
wherein the proteins within a sample are extracted and 
solubilized by means of an aqueous solvent that contains 
an ionic surfactant and then the ext racted/solubilized 
proteins are reacted with antibodies against said 
proteins while still in the presence of said ionic 
surfactant • 

However, document 1 cited in the international 
search report does not disclose a configuration wherein 
the proteins which have been extracted and solubilized by 
means of an aqueous solvent that comprises an ionic 
surfactant are used as antigens in order to obtain the 
antibodies that are used in the abovement ioned method. 

On the other hand, the invention set forth in the 
present application can be considered to exhibit an 
advantageous effect in that it is possible to favorably 
induce the specific binding of the antigens and the 
antibodies when the antigen-antibody reactions are
